Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 24.—General 


orders for the -withdrawal of the 
troops in the anthracite coal regions 
were issued '"by Governor Stone to 
Major General Miller today. The or- 
ders do not state the time and man- 
ner of withdrawing the troops, hut it 
is expected by the state authorities to 
'"tiring all of them home, with the pos- 
sible exception of two or three regi- 
ments, before election day. This will 
avoid the necessity of appointing a 
commission to each regiment to take 
the votes of the soldiers in the field 
and the preparation of special forms 
of ballots. 


The prospects are that .the troops 


sent" into the region last July will be 
ordered home before those which were 
ordered on duty later. 
Major Gen- 


eral Miller's headquarters are at 
•Fottsvllle and the movement of the 
troops will he directed from there. 
Governor Stone's order to General 
Miller contains the following: 


"The purpose for which the division 


national guard of Pennsylvania was

•having been, accomplished, and peace 
and order having 'been restored in the 
several communities, and it being;

He was asked to give an opin- 
ion on the matter. He thought for a 
minute and then said: "I have noth- 
ing to say." He was requested to 
give his views on the course pursued 
by the Lehigh Coal and Navigation 
company towards their men, b'ut de- 
clined.
